of tiio privuto bunkor, J. H. Seniors, fins 
bron followed by Li.1 suicido under peculiarly 
shocking circumstances. Ho roso Thursday 
morning early, not buying bean able to sleep 
well. 
This did not specially attract; his 


wife's attention, as ho lias not boon well since 
tho failure, and bocauso, owing to tho boat, it 
was not romarlcablo that ho did notsleop. His 
^wfo went to tnko her bnth, und, rotuniiug a 
short timo aCtorward, found him dying upon 
the floor in a pool ot his own blood with his 
throat cut Iron ear to oar. Ho had com- 
mitted tho deed with tho small blndo of a 
penknife. 
The poor wifo, nearly crazed by 


tho shock, was for ft moment unable to sum- 
mon assistance, but soon tho servant? were 
notified and incsdical aid wns quickly at 
hand, but too Into. Tho wlfo is herself vory 
much depressed, und somo fears aro enter- 
tained as to her ultimata mental condition. 
Mho reproached horsolf to her friends as bo- 
ing tbo cause of tho suicide for the way she 
had planned to leave Washington this week. 
He had bogged her not to do so, but she di J 
not give him her promise to stay. 


Scjuiors was ,"54 years of age, a native of 


Vermont, and had resided hero nearly 
twenty years. He leaves a widow and two 
children. Nominally ho was a banker. His 
banking consisted in loaning money in pe- 
culiar methods. His principal customers 
were government clerks and army and 
navy officers,

tirno he was very successful, and is reported 
to have made large profits. Ho had tho tip- 
pcarance of u man of fortune and lived in 
good stylo.

Tho clerics whom he op- 
pressed by his usury frequently loft him in 
the lurch without security, and he lost largo 
sums of money. In addition, ho si>eculated 
in a lino of worthless stocks which greatly 
depreciated, ami, his triouds say, caused his 
ruin. 


There arc two sides to tho story of his fail- 


ure, however, it being claimed by somo that 
tho suspension was fraudulent, and that ho 
concealed large sums oE money. Certainly 
no money has boon found, and tho distressed 
condition of his family and his vory modest 
liliiiw for the future all indicate that he was 
compelled to begin tho world again. 


Tho medical men agree that tho suicide 


was tho act of an insane man. and there have 
been somo indications within the Uust two 
weeks that his mind was failing. It is re- 
ported that a member of his family died in- 
sane. It is it question whether. Squid's did 
not have some prominent persons as partnors 
in this business of usurious money-lending.

Two years last spring I made trip into 


Now Mexico on the jAtonieon, Topeka 
and Santa Fe road, and shortly aftsrward 
I prepared for the CJazette several arti- 
ticlee which briefly diacribed the places ] 
then visited and the people I met. 
This ; 


post summer I have traveled over the \ 
name route, and took special interest in ; 
noting come changes which havo since 
occurred in that region. 


Kansas was in the xcidst of its wheat 


harvest, and has magnificent corn fields 
along the roadside two-thirds the dis- 
tance across tbe state. Ibe largo yield 
of the grama last year, and the excellent 
prices obtained.for these in market, havo 
stimulated the farmers to sow and plant 
an unusually Jorge area of land this year. 
The season has been very prosperous. 
The rain mofit of the time has been abun- 
dant and!the limit of its fall has movod 
almost to tho..'weetern line ot thestak. 
Counties in this portion/which two yaiirs 
ago seemed quite barren or unproductive 
wero covered 'with" green verdure, and 
even dotted here and there with luxur- 
iant fields of grain. I was told tkit over 
30,000 people had settled in that time 
along the valley-of ,tlie Arkansas river 
within thebonndsofEansaB. .The growth

none withis hundreds of miles of this 
place; but in their stead are now eeeD im- 
mense herds of cattle."
